Against Madero — War Secretary 
Says He Is Not Authorized to Take 
Drastic Measures Proposed. 


Washington, Feb. 24. — A request 


for American intervention In Mexico 
was made upon the war department 
by Mayor Kelly and a delegation of 
citizens of Kl Paso who asked Secre- 
taryStinreon to sendAmerican troops 
into Juarez to preserve order and 
protect Americans. Secretary Slim- 
son replied It was impossible under 
present conditions. 


In a dispatch from a government 


olllcia! on the border, ono not In the 
diplomatic service. It was reported 
that Oneral Geionlmo Trevino In 
Chihuahua had turned to the aid of 
the InsurrectOH. The dispatch read: 


"Have 
reliable information 
that 


General Oro/co will join the revolu 
tionary forces of General Geronlmo 
Trevino and has agreed 
to accept 


provisional presidency of Mexico." 


This dispatch, which speaks of 


"the rexoltitionary forces of General 
Trevino." is the lirst indication that 
the staunch old federal general who 
stood by Dla7. when his reign was 
tottering and was later accepted by 
Madero. had turned to the Insurreo 
tos. 


The Mexican embassy had no ad- 


vices and no official there cared to 
make a comment. The state depart- 
ment received no continuation and 
was inclined to treat the dispatch as 
a report of a rumor. 


Control Federal Troops. 


A coalition between Generals Oroz- 


co and Trevino is looked upon here 
as fraught with great consequences. 
General Trevino was last reported in 
Monterey in control of the military 
in the northeastern part of Mexico, 
while General Oro/.co was operating 
in the northwestern part. These two 
generals hitherto controlling practi- 
cally all federal troops In the north- 
ern half of the country might, it Is 
believed, completely cut off the north 
from the south, isolating Mexico City 
and its immediate \Icinity from con- 
nection with the United States. 


The rather ambiguous wording of 


the last sentence of the last dispatch 
regarding the provisional presidency 
was interpreted among Latin-Ameri- 
cans here in two ways. The major- 
ity declared it was intended to mean 
that General Trevino, rather 
than 


Orozco. had agiced 
to accept 
the 


provisional presidency. 


The Bl Paso delegation protested 


against any reduction of the border 
patrol, 
A large cavalry force was 


necessary, they said. The delegation 
also pleaded for leniency in the case 
of Lieutenant Fields, who took a de- 
tachment into Juarez on a 
trolley 


car by mlstaVc. 


Lieutenant Fields will be tried at
